But Mental Attitude of the

Washington, April 4—The mental 


condition of the Czar is the only stum- 
bling block in the way of peace be- 
tween Russia and Japan. Japan is 
ready for peace. With her knowledge 
and. consent President Roosevelt has 
been engaged for some time in the 
exchange of negotiations with, the 
powers with the "object of bringing the 
war to an end. A prominent official of 
the United States, indeed so prominent 
that were his name mentioned it 
might commit this government to his 
words, said so this morning.. He said 
both. Japan ana Russia are anxious for 
peace. _ Japan is^ ready but she wants 
it on her own terms and, has earned 
that condition. He says the trouble Is 
tnat there is" doubt as to the possibility 
Of binding-the >fRussian government to 
any agreement. The Czar is so change- 
able and uncertain that it is doubted 
whether any government could make a 
binding engagement with him on any 
subject. 


MORE TROUBLE IN RUSSIA.

Chinese Suffering. 


General Oku's -Headquarters in the 


Reid, via, Fuaan, April 4. — There is 
much suffering among the Chinese in 
the vicinity of Mukden. Scores ofMl- 
lages were destroyed in the recent 
fighting, and lOO'.OOO people are home- 
leas and destitute. The Chinese gov- 
ernment IB now feeding and housing 
60,000 refugees at Mukden and also 
furnishing seed grain. There is little 
prospect for good crops this season 
owing to a lack of farm animals and 
Implements. The Japanese are em- 
ploying, thousands of Chinese and pay- 
ing them liberally.'

FRANCHISE AT STAKE 


Heavy Vote is Being Polled in Chicago 


Today—Street Railway Question 


to be Decided. 


Chicago, April 4—With the temper- 


ature registering about 40 degrees, a 
cold wind-blowing and a cloudy sky, 
voting m the municipal election began 
this morning. The early polling was 
unusually heavy. 


Predictions by the party managers 


remain 'unchanged today The Demo- 
crats are claiming Dunne 
will be 


elected by 50,000 majority and the Re- 
publicans are. asserting Harlan's tri- 
urnsh by 20,000. 


Chicago, "April 4.—The municipal 


election today will in a large measure 
decide the street railway question, 
which for the past few years has been 
the chief issue in all local elections. 
Street railway franchises estimated to 
be worth $200,000,000 are at stake. 
The question this year has simmered 
down (to, immediate,municipal o.wner- 
-ship-under Judge Edward^E". Dunne, 
the Democratic candidate, or a tenta- 
tive arrangement with the traction 
companies providing for ultimate mu- 
nicipal ownership under John M. Har- 
Ian, the Republican nominee. Both 
Mr. Harlan and Judge Dunne have 
made strong campaigns, and declare 
their confidence in being elected at 
the polls. The Socialist party leaders 
expect a heavy vote for^ their ticket. 


St Loui* Election. 


St. Louis, April 4.—The mayoralty 


election to be decided at the polls to- 
day is the climax of the most "stub- 
bornly fought campaign in recent 
years: The Democrats reaoriiinated 
Mayor Wells, the Republican standard 
bearer is John A. Talty, and the other 
two tickets are headed by Lee Meri- 
wether, independent public ownership, 
and W. M. Brandt, Socialist In addi- 
tion fo the full city ticket the people 
will be called upon to decide whether 
the city shall issue $9,000,000 worth of 
bonds to he used for public improve- 
ments.

Advocate inquired at the office of the 
state flre marshal this afternoon con- 
cerning the investigation of the fire 
in John Elder's store at Appleton, 
Licking county, no definite informa- 
tion could be given. Mr. Fox who vis- 
ited Appleton yesterday was not pres- 
ent but other officials said that he had

The most pathetic circumstances at- 


tend the horrible catastrophe. Ween- 
ing wives and children gather about 
the stockade in a vain effort to learn 
that there remains at least a spark of 
hope for those entombed. The author- 
ities are exercising strict precaution 
to prevent union men from 
entering 


the stockade. 


Further Details of Horror. 


Benton, 111, April 4. — The number 


dead as a result of tbe explosions of 
gas in the Leiter mine at Zeigler, 111 , 
is conservatively estimated at 35. 
though in the opinion of some the 
number may exceed 40. Eight min- 
ert were injured. The flrat explosion 
took place in the air shaft, and was 
followed by one much greater in the 
main shaft 
There are employed in 


the mine only 180 men". 120 of whom 
work in the dajtlme 
Four cages, con-

LOCKED DOORS 


DID NELSON TO SLAY CHILDREN 


AND HIMSELF. 


',He Was Terrified by Prospect of Be- 
i 
ing Confronted With Murder of 


'Six Years Ago. 


Sioux City, Iowa, April 4—TernlieJ 


at the prospect ot being confronted 
with a, murder six years ago brought 
close home to him by the work of a 
Ispiritualist, Michael Nelson, living 
near Poplar, Iowa, locked th"e doors of 
his home, murdered his two daughters 
and then ended his own existence by 
sending a bullet through his brain. 


Six years ago Francis .Richardson, 


"an eccentric character ot Poplar, near 
Audubon, Iowa, worth $75,000, disap- 
peared. He chose to transact his own 
business by going from house to house, 
making loans to the farmers. His dis- 
appearance was complete and not un- 
til last week was there a single clew 
to the evident tragedy. 


Uhe popular idea was that Nelson 


committed the crime for monetary pur- 
poses, but no official action was ever 
taken. 
, Last week at Des Moines.'Mrs. A E 
Baker, a spiritualist, met a brother of 
Richardson at a social function. 


Richardson spoke ot his brother's 


strange disappearance. "1 can tell you 
what became of iiim," declared Mrs 
Baker. "If I can go to Audubon I will 
be able to call back his spirit and con- 
verse with the spirit and find out the 
wHole story." The brother accepted 
Joe proposition and at once sent Mrs. 
Baker to Audubon. Two days after 
her arrival she announced she had met 
the spirit ot Richardson and had learn- 
ed of his late. 


She directed men to dig under the 


roots of a tree on the farm which Rich- 
^ardson had formerly owned. Sure 
enough, the remains of a man, evident- 
ly buried several years, were found 
where she directed. 


"I volunteered to solve the mystery, 


and I have succeeded," said Mrs. Ba- 
ker after the discovery. "I located the 
remains and caused them to be ex- 
humed. The bones were lying between 
two roots of a tree, which stood not 
•far from Mr. Richardson's house. 
In 


my own mind I am "confident that a 
iernble crime has been committed, 
and later I believe I shall be able to 
furnish the authorities something upon 
which to -work. Further, than this, I 
will not disclose what I have learned." 
. Discovery of the bones and Mrs. Ba- 
ker's statement threw all of Audubon 
county into a tremendous sensation. 
Nothing else was talked about, and the 
old stories about Nelson, were revived. 
"Nelson: undoubtedly heard of this talk. 
He was seen last at 10 o&lock Sunday 
morning, -wffen he called at the home 
,pt a neighbor. He was asked to send 
over his ..daughters for the day 
He 


returned ~to his home, 
but nothing 


more was heard from the family. 


Sunday night the neighbors went to 


the Nelson home and found the doors 
,anct windows barred 
Officers 
were 


summoned, and they 
broke into the 


house. A tearful 
bight met 
their 


gaze. The two girls 
weie dead in 


hed", killed as they slept. In a great 
•pool of blood, lay .Nelson's body. Did 
he kill himself to escape the finger of 
"guilt pointed at him. by the whole com- 
munity? The community thinks so.

BIG FOUR COMPANY IS TO HAVE A 


CHICAGO-ST. LOUIS LINE. 


Shops at Waycrdss, Ga., Burn With 


$50,000 Loss—Local and General

Chicago, April 4 — The Cleveland, 


Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis rail- 
road, the "Big Four," is to have a di- 
rect Chicngo-St. Louis line. Plans 
have now been completed, the sur- 
veys have been made, and it is under- 
stood the right of way has been pur- 
chased, so that work will begin within 
a few weeks. The new line is to be 
built from Danville straight through 
to Indiana Harbor, crdssing the In- 
dianapolis line at St. Anne. By taking 
this route the Big Four will parallel 
the tracks of the Eastern Illinois from 
Danville to Chicago. 
From Indiana 


Harbor the road will use the tracks of 
the Lake Shore and Michigan South- 
ern, entering the Van Buren street 
station in Chicago instead of the Illi- 
nois Central as now. The <Jut-off will 
be 125 miles long. 


Railroad Shops Burn.

N INTERVIEW LIKENS TEXAS UN- 


TO BUCKEYE STATE. 


Uncle of Mrs. Frank F. Fee of This 


City, Member of Texas Commit- 


tee to Receive Governor. 


Mrs. 
Frank F. Fee, or 13S Was;- 


Church street, has received a letter 
Irom her uncle, Mr. 1. M. StandU'er, of 
Houston, Texas, containing a clipping 
from the Houston •(.Texas) Post, giving 
aa account of the arrlral and reception 
of Governor Myron T. Herrick and 
party in that city. Mr. Standifer, un- 
cle of Mrs. Pee, was a member of the 
committee from the Houston Business 
League, that met Governor Herrick up- 
on his arrival there. In quoting Gov- 
ernor Herrick the. Post says: 


"I have been thinking during the 


last few days," said he,- "of the simi- 
larity of conditions here in Texas re- 
garding immigration, and those which 
existed in Ohio a little earlier. In the 
.early days Ohio was. the gateway -to 
the west. The pioneers wno:wier,e blaz- 
ing the way into the new country all 
passed through our state. From the 
New England'states came the-Puritan. 
Then there "were t&e'Dutehwfrom New 
York and the Cavaliers from -Virginia 
They all converged 
in Ohio. 
And 


many ot them stopped in that state for 
a while. Then there was a blending ot 
races, as it were, and the result was a 
better type than any of them. 
= 


"Now, 
the old original-:P.irrijtan.was 


not a very desirable sort of-fellowv HIS 
blood was as thin'.as-, water..: But -he 
had grit and determination. .And when 
he mingled with the Virginians and the 
Dutch and a few others ot the primi- 
tive types, the result was in. every in- 
stance beneficial. 
And • because all 


these people from various sections ot 
the country had to pass through Ohio 
many of them settled down there and 
built up the population. 


"Now, 
my theory is that conditions 


are similar in Texas today, though ou 
a much larger scale. People who are 
traveling west, no matter whether ir 
be from east, north or the southern 
states east of the Mississippi river, all 
converge in Texas: The result will be 
that they will find it a good land in. 
•which to settle and taake-thcir homtt 
'•here. "At least ,many of -them will. . 
;- I'jt'-wm be .only -a law:,Tears -until 
there will be railroads • runni-ng-.>n<n 
only into Mexico, but'r straight, into 
South America. Through Texas is the 
direct route, and that is what the rail- 
roads will choose. A direct route is 
always preferable if it is through a 
country that will build up. If Texas 
were a barren waste, of course, there 
would be no outcome to it. but with 
the question of irrigation solved by 
the artesian wells, there is every rea- 
son for it to be a great state in every 
sense of the word."'

The disorder in Warsaw, the 
capital of the kingdom of Poland in 
the days when the Poles had an inde- 
pendent national government, has been 
especially difficult for the Russian au- 
thorities to control. The troops have 
been very brutal in suppressing the 
popular demonstrations. A few weeks 
since there was a fight between sol- 
diers and workmen in a square of the 
city of Warsaw, in which many per- 
sons were killed and wounded, and the 
next morning the soldiers might have 
been seen engaged in gathering up the 
dead by the wagon load. 


Warsaw has a population of about 


800,000. Russia keeps a garrison of 
30,000 soldiers there to overawe the 
population and prevent a recurrence of 
the revolutions and insurrections of the 
past. 
Since the dismemberment of 


Poland over 100 years ago the op- 
pressed .Poles have made several des- 
perate attempts to regain their .lost 
nationality, but failure has each time 
resulted. The picture shows the old 
church in Warsaw where the Polish 
patriots made their last hopeless stand 
in one of these revolts against Russia.

"Washington, April 4.—The federal 


grand Jury reported an indictment 
against Andrew A. Lipscomb. a promi- 
nent attorney of this city, in connec 
tion with the alleged embezzlement of 
$15,974 from the Washington Bene- 
ficial Endowment association. The in- 
dictment Includes the name of Thorn 
as M. Fields, who with Mr. Lipscomb 
acted as receivers of the association. 
Some time ago Fields was indicted 
separately for embezzlement. 
After 


being a fugitive from justice for near- 
ly a year he was apprehended in a 
small village in New York and was 
brought here. 


President Morales' Decree. 


Washington, April 4.—A cablegram 


received at the state department from 
Minister Dawson at San Domingo an- 
nounces that President Morales has 
issued a decree putting into immedi- 
ate effect the modus vivendi relative 
to the Dominican customs. The effect 
of this action will be to hasten the 
departure of Colonel Colton, who Is to 
be the chief of the custom collector 
corps. J. H. Edwards of Centralia, 
at present special agent of the Philip- 
pine custom service, has been selected 
as one of the collectors. 


Ruling on Tariff. 


Washington, April 4.—Judge H&lmes 


of the supreme court of the United 
States delivered the opinion of that 
court in the case of Henry W. Pea- 
body & Co. and Warner, Barnes & Co. 
against the United States in opposi- 
tion to the contentions of the govern- 
ment. These suits were brought to re- 
cover duties from the firms on mer- 
chandise shipped by them from New 
York" to Manila between April 11, 1899, 
the date when the ratifications of the 
treaty with Spain were exchanged, 
and Oct. 25, 1901. The decision fol- 
lowed the lines of the Judgment of the 
court in the 14 diamond rings case, in 
which it was held that after the title 
passed to the United States there was 
nothing in the Philippine insurrection 
of sufficient gravity to give the islands 
the character 
of foreign countries 


within the meaning of the tariff act.

LOCAL GAS HELD 


LEASES BRINGING $5 AN ACRE 


Farmers of Licking and Knox County 


Reaping Benefit of Development 


of the Land, 


Utica, 
O., April 4.—The 
Licking- 


Knox county gas and 
oil field is 


rowing steadily bigger and better. 
Taking Utica as a central point, the 
gas area now extends to the southwest 
as far as the Mount well, near Alex- 
andria, about ten miles distant, to 
Brandon between eight and nine 
miles northwest of Utica, to Bladens- 
burg, ten miles east. 
Then there is 


the large tract held by the Wehrle 
company near Newark, upon which 
two good wells have been drilled. 


When the first wells were drilled a 


few years ago land was leased for 50 
cents an acre, but $5 an acre was paid 
a few days ago for new territory and 
at a more distant point where no 
wells had been drilled from $3 to $3.50 
•was ^aid. 


Roughly stated, the gas territory 


now has a diameter of twenty miles. 
A man well versed in the business 
done by the several gas 
companies 


operating in this field said to the 
Advocate this 
morning that he be 


lieves about 400 square miles of terri 
tory are under lease and that the av- 
erage price is about $3 per acre. This 
would indicate that about three-qiiar- 
ters of a million dollars are paid out 
annually in the gas territory 
for 


leases. Possibly the $3 figure is too 
high, but call it $2 to be safe. 
This 


shows over a half million dollars paid 
to Licking and Knox county farmers 
a year for the privilege of drilling 
holes on their land. 


In some instances 
much 
higher 


rates are paid for leases. A local 
company is paying $240 a year for a 
single acre and another pays $20 an 
acre for a ten acre patch. 


Utica has so much gas that she is 


offering a rate of 4 cents to factories 
and the prospect seems good fbr se- 
curing two additional industries soon 
The four cent rate is good for three 
years but after that date the rate will 
be five cents.

The 
motion to refer the matter to the pub- 
lic service committee was 
earned, 


Jones and Moser voting against the 
motion. 


Mayor Crilly made his report to the 


council lor the month ot March. The 
sum of $287 was received for fines and 
licenses. The Trades Council m a let- 
ter to the city council thanked that 
body for their prompt action in the 
city .hospital proposition and express- 
ed themselves in favor of the old cem- 
etery as a suitable site for the build- 
ing. A similar communication was re- 
ceived from the sheet metal workers. 


The committee on public service re- 


commended that the board of public 
service grant Mrs. Charles Palmer the 
privilege to tap the North 
Fourth 


street sewer provided she pay the ass 
sessment should a sewer ever be con 
structd on Wallace street. The report 
was adopted. 


Councilman Moser presented a peti- 


tion to the council from fifteen tax- 
payers on Fulton avenue, asking that 
the street be graded and graveled and 
sidewalks constructed.

stated that the grade of Main street 
was higher than Fulton avenue, which 
allowed the water from Main street to 
run down the avenue., -Mr. Moser stat 
ed that several of the-Tpoperty owners 
have threatened to bring suit against 
the city unless the matter was reme 
died at once.
